4-forward speed line” have larger, 
more powerful engines and a new 
Durant-built standard shift 4-for­ 
ward speed transmission with silent 
type internal gears for third speed 
and direct drive on fourth or top 
speed. 
In roominess and restfulness, in

single plate clutch and three speed,
